“tion that has been going on ‘of: ‘late. 
Hon, Mackenzie King’s popular pas; 
time of calling for an election can now 
be-replaced by a demonstration , of 
what the people of Canada really 
think. of: him as a leader of a great 
political party. The Premier has 
-.*. thrown down the gauntlet in no uncer- 
~;tain tone; only the future can reveal 
what. the results will be. 
s Premier Meighen’s statement at 
London was 2 clear cut declaration of 
<war. No one can deny that the Pre- 
- ‘mier is a fighter of the first order. Evi- 
dently ‘with the intention of having a 
three months’ campaign, he has serv- 
-ed notice on friends and foes alike 


-yothat an ‘election is coming. He cer- 


; ‘ tainly ‘cannot be accused: of springing 
the vote without due warning. 
The‘election will be fought out on 
the tariff issues. The recent Farmer 
-victories in Medicine Hat and in tne 
Alberta’ Provincial election make it 
necessary to settle, for the present at 
> least, whether the electorate of Canada 
“want these theories introduced or 
“whether they want a continuation of 
the policy.of moderate protection that 


“has been the rule in Canada for the 
past forty years. 

“~The Premier ‘was doubtless right in 
his ‘conclusion Hat the sooner the 
tariff was cleared the better it 
would be for Canada. It is hopeless 
to expect that manufacturing enter- 
prises are going to become very ag- 
gressive or attempt very much more 
capital “expenditure till they have 

- some reasonable assurance of the at- 
titude’ of the Canadian people on the 
tariff. 

«Even the redistribution. measures 
will have to wait for the new Parlia- 
ment to. deal with. It is a safe bet 
that however the Government might. 
have handled the matter in a death- 
bed session, there would have been 
all kinds of gerrymandering accusa- 
tions raised. The west will not get 
the representation that it is justly 
entitled ‘to in the next Parliament, but 
the indications are that the rural popu- 
lation of.Canada will suffer very lit- 
tle, if any, on this account. Advance 
information on the census is to the 
effect that the rural portions of the 
east will lose some of their represen- 
tation on the redistribution for the 
populaton is becoming more and more 
centred in the cities, 

In any case it. will be a relief to 
have the.air cleared. Several more 
months of political jugglery would 
not be conducive to the best: inter- 
ests of the Dominion. Another ses- 
sion of the House under present con- 
ditions would be little more than a 
series of acrimonious debates and 
near scandals.

Some even go so 
far as to-predict that the question of 
the selection of the candidate in this 
riding may bring on a conflict between 
the Crerar and the Wood forces, what- 
ever they mean by that.
